COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-Gov.- 
elect Michael V. DiSalle will face 
a deficit in the office fund used 
to pay his staff, including him­ 
self, unless the State Emergency 
Board does something about re­ 
plenishing it. 
Records in the State Finance 
Department show there is only 
$28,869 left in the salary fund to 
handle the governor’s office pay­ 
roll until June 30. 
That won’t be enough to pay Di- 
Salle’s half-year salary of $12.- 
500 and the half-year salaries of 
his three assistants, amounting to 
$18,000. 
In addition, the rest of the gov­ 
ernor’s office staff must be paid 
from this fund. 
The Legislature made an appro­ 
priation of $84 940 for salaries in 
outgoing Gov. C. William O’Neill’s 
office during the current fiscal 
year. which started July I. as of 
Tuesday, the records show $61,071 
had been spent. 
O’Neill has had five assistants 
in his office for a total salary, 
excluding his own, of $58,000 a 
year in addition to wages for his 
clerical help. 
The retiring governor and the 
five assistants will get paid up un­ 
til O'Neill leaves office Jan. 12, 
and that will make further dent in 
the salary fund balance. 
O’Neill ran short of money in 
his office fund in the previous fis­ 
cal year and the State Emergency 
Board granted him an additional 
$40,000 to make up the deficiency. 
This is probably what DiSalle will 
have to do before June 30.

On A Demonstration By Hoffa 


It will be important in 1959 to remember 


that Jam es R 
Hoffa, symbol of the Team­ 


sters Union, has landed in the middle of 


something even bigger than he thinks he is as 


leader of the country's biggest union. 


Before Hoffa it was Dave Beck who was 
the symbol. And before Beck the sjtmbol was 
Daniel J. Tobin. The peculiar strength of the 
Teamsters Union, though it has been de­ 
veloped systematically and ruthlessly by a 
succession of strong men, is derived from 
Its power to slow down the motion of the 
national economy. The union’s strength has 
been multiplied by an increasing rate of mo­ 
tion and increasing dependency on motion 
in general. 
It is small wonder that Tobin, Beck and 
now Hoffa have been notorious for ruthless­ 
ness in tactics: they were exposed to ex­ 
traordinary temptation by the potentialities 
of their power. Years ago, when railroads 
were more powerful then they are now, in 
competition with trucks, airplanes and pas­ 
senger automobiles, their susceptibility to 
ruthless union leadership was modified by 
the Railway Labor Act. 
This is the prospect that looms ahead as 
the Teamsters make known the terms on 
which they may be willing to let the United 
States exist, if it will accommodate itself 
to their views on mass unionism. Each ulti­ 
matum. each overt move, each inconvenience 
to the public brings closer the showdown be­ 


tween the sovereign people and the militant 
minority that is demonstrating its power. 
The people were patient with the trusts 
and monopolies that preyed on them in the 
19th century. They have been patient with 
the unions that are preying on them in the 
20th century. They have let themselves be 
pushed around and poked in the eye by 
muscle-men in the belief that this was neces­ 
sary to protect the rights rf workers. 
But it always has been the history rf power 
that it runs itself into the ground if it goes 
unchecked. This is the fateful time for power 
in the hands of a symbolic Hoffa. 
One of his agents has announced that on 
Jan. 12 Teamsters pickets will begin to teach 
the police commissioner of New York City 
a lesson by isolating him and his staff in 
police headquarters. They will demonstrate 
that thev are more powerful than the entire 
police force of the largest city in the United 
States. 
That should clear up any lingering doubts 
about the potentialities of the Teamsters Un­ 
ion if it cannot be made answerable to the 
sovereign people who have made its exis­ 
tence and its m assive power possible. 
And what is the lesson the New York City 
police commissioner is going to be taught? 
Simply this: No one. not even a police com­ 
missioner, can keep the Teamsters Union 
from organizing and dominating policemen 
and other public employes anywhere in the 
United States.

On runways 
across the land,

turbulent are just skirmishes in the 
final showdown between American 
business and American labor—a 
showdown which has been 14 years 
coming. After this we will be out 
rf the post-war years. 


There are at least IO major in­ 
dustries in which the biggest com­ 
panies, the leadership corporations, 
have been consulting for some two 
years now'. They decided that this 
was the “wage round” in which 
they’d fight it out. 
The commercial airline field is 
but one of these. It was not the 
first, though the airlines were the 
most dramatic of companies. 
What dramatized their struggle 
with the jet jittery unions was not 
the romantic wild blue yonder busi­ 
ness of daily flying but the fact 
that the 
companies banded to­ 
gether and agreed to make up the 
losses any one of the six major 
lines suffered in a strike. By this 
time they’ve paid a total of more 
than 2V4 million dollars to such 
outfits as Capital and Transworld 
Airlines when they were strike­ 
bound. 


THE LINES now aloft will be 
paying 
hundreds 
of 
thousands, 
maybe millions of dollars more, to 
the earthbound Eastern Airlines, 
for example. This is unprecedented. 
Just think of it; the airlines which 
gained from Capital’s 37-day stop­ 
page paid that company over $1,- 
600.000. Thus it could take the 
strike and lose very little. 
- Now, as the loud speaker of the 
old Sampson Navy boot training 
station would say, hear this: The 
Civil Aeronautics Board soon will 
hold a hearing on whether these 
payments are legal or a technical 
conspiracy in violation of the fed­ 
eral transport and anti-trust laws. 
That’s just what industry’s strate­ 
gists w ant.'For, if it is legal, then 
business has devised a new type 
of strike insurance. 
If it is illegal, however, for busi­ 
ness to get together, from out of 
the executive suites of America 
will come a roar—why is it not 
illegal then for labor to band to­ 
gether in a joint council and strike 
a corporation or an industry? 


INDUSTRIALISTS, 
who 
have 
spent many grim nights at bargain­ 
ing tables, are saying to them­ 
selves and government people that 
labor has joint councils rf as many 
as 50 to 60 unions inside just one 
corporation. 
Special AFL-CIO committees are 
set up to raise multi-million dollar 
strike funds for sister unions. Why 
can’t the 
businessmen do like­ 
wise? 
That is what they’re saying, for 
example, in the steel field. This 
industry is expecting to be hit with 
whopping demands to cover steel­ 
workers from the cradle to the 
grave and considerable in between. 
These demands will be hurled 
by the United Steelworkers Wage 
Policy Committee late in April. 
There have been conferences for 
the past months between the policy 
makers of the ll biggest steel cor­ 
porations. They have decided to 
stand pat—just as the big three 
of the auto industry did last sum­ 
mer.

When the recession hit, it was 
like being missed by lightning. 
Millions of guys lost their jobs 
but he kept his. He knew a reces­ 
sion is like lightning. 
It would 
hit again some time. Next time it 
might not m iss him. 
There was something to be un­ 
easy about. Not too uneasy, but 
a little unsure, like all the times 
on the way to work when he won­ 
dered if he had put out that last 
cigarette before he left the house. 
There was one thing didn’t make 
him happy: it was the feeling that 
in the whole year he should have 
done more with his life. Maybe he 
could have done better if he were 
smarter, or thought harder. Ba­ 
loney. 
He had this same feeling of time 
being wasted at the end of every 
year. No reason to. This was the 
way he was; he had no illusions: 
he had realized long ago he’d 
never set the world afire. So why 
feel disappointed? 
He knew he felt smaller in 1958 
than in any year of his life, and 
the world looked bigger. He felt 
less and less a part of things, 
more and more left out. It was 
easy to tell when that started with 
him. 
It was in the fall of 1957 when 
the Russians sent their first Sput­ 
niks up. It was like being thrown 
bodily into a new world and he 
was unprepared for it. He had 
spent his whole life earthbound, 
looking down, not up. 
The Sputniks were like a can­ 
opener: they lifted the lid on a 
whole new world over his head 


and men were talking of sailing 
out into it. to the moon and even 
to the planets beyond. 
All of a sudden scientists were 
the princes of the new order, the 
guides to the future, the magicians 
of time and space. He wished his 
kids would fit into the new world 
coming, better than he knew he’d 
ever be able to. 
He told himself: “You sound a 
little phony, moaning about all you 
don't know about space and rock­ 
ets and things like that. How much 
do you know about what’s going 
on around you down here? 
It was a good question. He knew 
he wouldn’t get high marks on 
that one either. There were too 
many 
things 
happening 
in 
too 
m any 
ways 
and 
in 
too 
many 
places for him to know more than 
just little pieces. 
Politics, for instance. He knew 
American politics pretty well. He 
could spot a big mouth in an emp­ 
ty head as fast as the next guy.

All he knew, when he reached 
his house this New Year’s Eve 
and went inside, it wasn’t so much 
like closing a door on a year as 
it was like closing a door on just 
another day.

of recovery from the effects of 
World War IL 
The Western European nations 
now feel strong enough to promote 
what ultimately will become 
a 
single 
economic 
unit 
patterned 
after this country. The idea of a 
“United States of Europe” has 
long been advocated as one way to 
strengthen the economy of smaller 
countries which cannot go it alone. 


THE B I G G E S T significance, 
therefore, attaches to the fact that 
Western Europe is able now to init­ 
iate economic 
and currency re­ 
forms. 
This represents a triumph for 
those officials in the Truman and 
Eisenhower 
administrations 
and 
those members of both parties in 
Congress who have insisted ever 
since the close of World War II 
that Europe could be put on her 
feet only through continued aid by 
the United States, symbolized by 
the Marshall plan of 1947. 
The policy has proved success­ 
ful Those of us who remember the 
failure of the United States after 
World War I to recognize that the 
seeds of a future war were being 
sown in the economic and financial 
chaos that enveloped Central and 
Western Europe now see a point of 
view vindicated as essential steps 
are being taken to prevent a third 
world war. 
The strengthening of the econ­ 
omy of Western Europe has far 


more than just material Implica­ 
tions. It means that the bulwark 
against a third world war has been 
strengthened. A stronger economy 
in the whole of Western Europe 
gives the Soviet Union a rival in 
every sense. 
It means that there are 165 mil­ 
lion persons banded 
together in 
Western Europe who have the skill 
and the know-how and the financial 
resources to increase their produc­ 
tive capacity and to improve their 
own standard of living through wid­ 
er trade relationships with other 
countries. 
History marks out clearly the 
turning points 
in 
the 
economic 
progress of the world and one of 
the sure signs rf improvement is 
when currencies are stabilized so 
that exchanges of goods are easier 
to accomplish. 


WHAT HAS just happened 
in 
Europe affects not only France, 
which has strengthened its mone­ 
tary unit — the franc — but Great 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, Bel­ 
gium, 
The Netherlands, 
Luxem­ 
bourg. Denmark, Norway, Sweden 
and Switzerland. 
On top of all this comes the 
Washington announcement that the 
World Bank and the International 
Monetray Fund have provided am 
additional buttressing of European 
currencies as well 
as those of 
Latin America and other countries 
in the free world. 
Investors everywhere will now 
furnish more billions as they buy 
the bonds „ of 
private 
projects, 
knowing that the various govern­ 
ments have established through the 
World Bank the available resources 
to guarantee the ultimate payment 
of such private loans. 
Best of all, the Soviet Union is 
put on notice that it must do some­ 
thing for its satellites or else face 
the 
intensification 
of 
pressures 
within 
East 
Germany, 
Poland, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Romania 
and Bulgaria. 
These countries will become res­ 
tive as they see their neighbors — 
also small countries — thriving in 
the new economic era. 
If there is uneasiness in the satel­ 
lite countries, it will be reflected 
inside the Soviet Union. 
To sum up, Western Europe Is 
today on a firmer economic basis 
than at any time since the end rf 
World War II in 1945 and becomes 
a stronger competitor in world 
trade than at any time since 1939. 
American capital will build more 
plants and make more investments 
in Western Europe. 
The effect of all this on the Mid­ 
dle East, on Southeast Asia and 
on Japan and the Far East will 
slowly but surely be felt in those 
areas because they are interrelat­ 
ed with Western Europe’s curren­ 
cies. 
It is more important than ever 
that the United States maintain a 
balanced budget and a stabilized 
dollar. The news on the whole is 
decidedly encouraging for the peo­ 
ple of the free world.

“The weather was lousy.** 
There may be meaner ways to 
say what it was,

“lousy” 
comes to mind when I think of all 
the summer days when rain fell, 
sometimes in torrents, sometimes 
in drizzles, sometimes in mists — 
but always. 


The rainfall m a d e the grass 
grow. Precipitation became a dirty 
word by midsummer. 
When the grass quieted down 
after the first hard freeze, which 
was premature and knocked off 
everything that was good-looking, 
there were only a few short weeks 
until it began to snow. The ground 
at our place has not been in sight 
since the Friday after Thanksgiv­ 
ing. 
I have plowed and shoveled more 
snow this winter than the entire 
road-clearing c r e w s of border 
states l i k e Tennessee. Between 
bouts with snow, I have worked 
out herocially on the coal pile and 
the ash heap. 
All the projects I had lined up 
for winter Sundays have had to be 
put off indefinitely because the 
ground is frozen stiff and every­ 
thing is locked fast in snowdrifts 
or ice floes. 
AU of which is leading up to the 
only new year resolution I can 
think of that is worth making at 
m y stage in life. 
I do hereby resolve that I will 
not ever again expect anything but 
the worst from the weather, be­ 
ing of sound mind and therefore 
convinced it does not pay to court 
disappointment by looking forward 
to anything else. 
When good weather ensues, if it 
does, it will come as a pleasant 
surprise — 
a 
boon, 
a morale- 
builder, a free ride and an unex­ 
pected pleasure. 
Christmas Day this year, for ex­ 
ample. was an unexpected pleasure 
—as nice a day as anyone could 
have dreamed about. The sky was 
blue, the sun was bright and warm 
and the snow just right for a 
Christmas card effect. It wasn’t 
supposed to be that way, but it 
was. 
And that brings up the subsidiary 
clause in my New Year resolution:

appdhring in daily newspapers, on 
television and radio, or in m aga­ 
zines, where so-caUed long-range 
forecasters purport to tell what is 
going to happen for the next six 
weeks. 
Weather cannot be predicted on 
a local basis, which is the only 
basis that matters. There is not, 
therefore, anything to be gained 
by adding to climatic compUcations 
as such the mental confusion of 
meteorological guesswork. I do not 
care what it is doing in Cold Toes, 
Minn., or Hot Flashes, Ariz. 
It will be better just to expect 
the worst locally from day to day, 
feeling happy when something bet­ 
ter than the worst materializes. 
With this thought I leave 1958, 
which was lousy weather-wise and 
no bargain otherwise.

Form Due In Mail 
On I960 Census 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An ad- 
Vance report form will be m ailed 
to every household in the nation 
in advance of the 1960 census. 
It isn t to be filled in and re­ 
turned, officials explained today. 
The possibility of such a do-it- 
yourself census had been consid­ 
ered. but plans for it were aban­ 
doned after a test in Memphis, 
Tenn., last year showed imperfec­ 
tions. 
The advance report forms will, 
however, give residents a chance 
to have the answers ready for the 
census takers who will visit them 
as they have each IO years in the 
past. Its use is expected to in­ 
crease both the speed and the 
accuracy of the nose count, offi­ 
cials said. 
The nation’s population is ex­ 
pected to total 180 million persons 
by 1960. 
The census enumerators, as part 
of counting them, will take infor-

Can Live On Mars, Expert Says! I 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 
simple forms of earth life can live 
and grow on Mars, an Air Force 
scientist reported today. 
Now the question is: Can some 
useful forms of life be grown in 
Martian-like soil, perhaps to pro­ 
vide food for visiting earthmen. 
That, at any rate, is one direc­ 
tion for future research, said Lt. 
Col. John D. Fulton of the School 
of Aviation 
Medicine, 
Randolph 
Air Force Base, Tex. 
Some forms of soil bacteria have 
been shown to live under condi­ 
tions similar to those on Mars, 
Fulton 
told 
a 
meeting 
at the 
American Assn. for the Advance­ 
ment of Science. 
These soil bacteria are the kind 
that help convert basic soils chem­ 
icals into plant food. 
In 
Fulton’s 
laboratory, 
these 
bacteria were introduced to a dif­ 
ferent sort of world. 
To 
create 
his 
Mars-on-eartti. 
Fulton created an atmosphere of 
pure nitrogen with just about a 
twelfth the pressure we know on 
earth. 


For soil, he tried two types—] 
red sandstone rich in iron oxide, 
from Texas, and some lava type | 
soil from Arizona’s Painted Des­ 
ert.

Simulating the dry Martian cli­ 
mate, he provided only about I 
per cent moisture.
